issue but if so, it appears to be one 
that just won't stay buried. 

I would first like to make clear 
that comments I have made on the 
mechanics of precipitation are not 
my own, but rather theories de- 
veloped by some of the world’s top 
scientists. These theories have 
been developed only after a tre- 
mendous amount of actual research 
by different governmental agencies 
as well as private groups. 


I know we all tend to think of 
ourselves as experts, regardless of 
the subject at hand, but doesn’t it 
seem & more sensible course to ac- 
cept the facts rather than fancy? 

Since there has been a_ target 
established, may I take ai few 
shots? These shots to be directed 
by the results of actual research. 


1. A harmless cumulus cloud may 
change to a harmful cumulonimbus 
as a result of chemical change of 
minute particles. The transition of 
&@ water droplet to an ice crystal is 
infinitesimally puny yet this change 
is one of the causes of hai) storm 
development. All that man has 
learned to do, in all phases of his 
existence, is to copy the forces of 
nature, and try to improve them.

2. It is agreed that there is al- 
Ways a super-abundance of nuclei 
in the air, but it is equally as well 
known that there is not always an 
abundance of crystalization nuclei.

3. Some of the most outstanding 
scientists in Canada and the US.

| hail insurance rates appear to be 
used with very little provocation but 
the reduction of rates seems to be 
rather uncommon. Why, then, 
should reduced rates be expected in 
1 period of two years? 


This all adds up to the fact that 
in order to have any service or 
merchandise accepted by the pub- 
lic, that particular service or pro- 
duct must show merit to the con- 
sumer.

Some 80 per cent of 
these children also failed in leg 
flexibility tests — which lead to 
ihe coining of the phrase “TV legs.” 

“Our children sit around too 
much,” an of the officials in 
charge of the tests claimed, “They |‘ 
just are not fit.” Further emphasis |‘ 
to this claim was added when simi- 
lar tests were given to European 
children — and only 8 per cent of 
these fatled to pass. 

If such tests were given to our 
adults, the results would probably | 
be worse. There is no doubt but 
that, as a nation, we have 8 
a group of sitters. We drive 
much when we should walk. We 
prefer spectator sports to partici- 
pation sports. We use caddy carts 
instead of carrying our own golf 
gags — and motor scooters are 


want to walk. 

Our search for ease and happi- 
ness is following a trail of down- 
right laginess when it comes to 
physical exercise — and many of 
us fail to realize that happiness 
cannot be obtained if our physical 
condition reaches the point where 
where we are able to enjoy neither 
leisure time nor hobbies. 

Director Lloyd Percival of Sports 
College in Toronto has this to say: 
“To be fit means every single phase 
of living is more enjoyable. Fitness 
enables us to enjoy the luxury of 
modern conveniences and passive 
entertainment without suffering 
from the physical deterioration that 
results from inactivity.” 

It has been long recognized, of 
course, that physica] fitness and 
health go hand-in-hand. A person 
can be healthy, and still not fit, 
but generally speaking a completely 
healthy person is a fit person. 
There is food for thought in the 
findings and warnings made by 
those who are concerned about our 
physical fitness.

CULTURAL CONTROL OF WEE- 
VILS: During the past two weeks 
we have been discussing the sweet 
clover weevils and telling you how 
to control them with chemical. 
There is also merit in certain cul- 
tural practices, which may be more 
p-actical in your Case and less ex- 
pensive to carry out. 

Shallow surface tillage in late 
July, after removal of the hay crop 
will expose larvae and pupae to 
heat and drying. This practice 
has often reduced the population 
better than 90%. 

If sweet clover is planted a dis- 
tance from a second-year stand it 
will likely escape heavy fall migra- 
tions and damage. Any marginal 
strip of defoliated sweet clover 
should be plowed in the fall to a 
depth of six inches. This buries 
the hibernating weevils so that few 
emerge in the spring. 

The defoliated sweet clover would 
not emerge in any event and the 
strip should be grown to grain or 
other crops. I hope all my talk on 
sweet clover weevil will not dis- 
courage you in seeding sweet clover, 
as it is one of the best ways to re- 
tuild worn out, run down soils. 

It is an ideal, inexpensive way 
io replenish the supply of nitrogen 
and humus to your soils. By under- 
standing the dangers involved and 
knowing how to cope with them 
intelligently you can make a suc- 
ccss of growing sweet clover on 
your farm.
